THE ADVANTAGES 
OF FABRIC MADE 
FROM COAL 

The sclent wt cover, his face 
with a mask of while. This sur- 
prises no one: white, after all, 
ia the usual colour of muslin. 
Bui thU particular muslin la In- 
terwoven with strands of black 
fabric which the aclonltot holds 
in his hi> iid*. The chief merit of 
this new ms lor la 1, developed by 
British scientists, Is its excep- 
tionally high absorption proper- 
ties. U keeps out unpleasant 
smells, poisonous gases, slenm 
and moisture containing acids 
and alkalis, It acts as an cfiec- 
tiVB protection against tha 
harmful components oi car ex- 
haust, and as a perfect filter 
lor drains. The fibres of this 
fabric are Attained from rayon 
charred under 700 degrees In 
an atmospheie of carbon diox- 
ide. The new fabric hr con- 
siderably stronger and mote 
elastic than utlier materials of 
the kind known lo-dato. 


TROUT 

AND COMPUTER 

A trout and a computer are 
the two components of a new 
system lo nir#iitlor the purity of 
drinking water, proposed by 
British scientists. Tha trout 
reads to a wide range of loxlc 
subslancQs and pollutants. The 
computer records the efeclrfc 
discharges proceeding from the 
heart, gills and muscles of the 
fish and correlates their frecpJ" 
ency and strength to a normal 
schedule. For example# ten 
trout "coughs" Tour times per 
minute lo dear ils gills. If tee 
frequency of tee cough 
strengthens, there Is consequent- 
ly an increased content or solid 
particles In the water. An ex- 


perienced aye can read a lot in 
the cardiogram of a rainbow 
trout. The fish Is placed in spe- 
cial tanks In the river. The 
river water Dows through these 
tonka in which the trout moves 
quite freely. The "trout moni- 
tors" are switched to a com- 
puter which info> ms the opera- 
tor on duty about any deviation 
from the norm. As a rule, the 
(rout works in threes and at the 
end of each month ti given 
a holiday ol G-B months dura- 
tion which it spends at a special 
reservoir— its "rest home".

"Oszlan", a new brand of 
tooth paste created by Hunga- 
rian spaclaHsls, doe, mors than 
prevents tooth decay.

Moreover 
by- equipping. the system with a 
computer memory, recording 
density. can'b$ increased by ton 
times, .

Buckley re- 
cently vis/ied Pukision where lie held talks on granting to 
lhal country ol three billion dollars m military and economic 
aid. 

DANGEROUS BUSINESS

among iho NATO countries tn Ihe escalation ol tho arms race, 
writes KRASNAYA ZVF.ZDA. With US assistance Weal Ger- 
many created over a brief period powerful armed forces and 
an clllctent war industry, tinning lnlo a ma/or supplier ot 
arms throughout Uie world. 

The country's military-industrial complex played the prin- 
cipal role In (his. Tho complex unties a dense network ol 
stale establishments and monopolies, engaged In dangerous 
business and West German bras, hats. According to far I tom 
comp/e/e estimates, more fhan u thousand large enterpriser, 
(20 higher educoiionn/ esfobfiriimcnta, over 70 research insti- 
tutes and 00 scientific centres work lor the war machine.

CRIME WITHOUT PUNISHMENT 

The NEW TIMES weekly denounces criminal CIA drug ex- 
periments. Citing lads concerning a Cunudlan citizen, who had 
been reduced to a stale where she iosf control over her ac- 
tions and disclosed various data on her husband anil fils 
acquaintances, which interested the CIA, lha weekly wrote: 
This case shows once again ihut Ihe United Slates es- 
pionage centre way back In the lllttes systematically used 
f/^airgrtf control means, balh inside the country and abroad.

Standing on (he edge ol a small piatcan oul- 
aide the town Is a steel lower as high as a 





20-tlorey house. Inside it is a super- deep drilling 
Installation designed lu obtain as much Infor- 
mation as possible about the sliucluro ol Ihe 
local geological section, layer deformities, the 
thermal regime and oilier physical conditions.
